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Longest session ends 

Last minute measures approved at frenzied pace

BOISE — State legislators con- 
cluded the longest lawmaking session 
in Idaho history Thursday, ramming 
through a half-cent soles-tax hike and 
topping off a $451.6 million general- 
account- budget which Gov. John 
Evans says he will pick apart with a 
new round of vetoes. 

As the House and Senate 
approached final adjoiimment of the 
95-day 1983 session Thursday night, 
the Democratic chief executive said 
he probably would summon 
lawmakers back to Boise In about two 
weeks to reconsider budget and 
wale^rlghls Issues,' 
, In return. Republican legislative 
leaders declared that a special 
session — to be pegged on proposals 
for new funding for public schools and 
higher education and more action on

The turbulent fiftt regular session 
of the 47th Ixglsialure was gaveled to 
a close at 8:01 p.m. In the House by 
Speaker T.W. Stivers, and at 8: 17 p.m. 
In the Senate by President Pro Tern 
James Blsch - who was sitting in as 
the upper chamber's presiding officer 
In the absence ot U. Gov. David 
I-eroy. 

l-awmakers worlted at a frenzied 
pace throughout the day to set 
budgets and raise revenue to cover 
those spending figures. - 



The final turning point came when 
the Senate voted lft-17 to give final 
legislative approval tor a bill boosting 
the sales tax to cents, raising an 
estimated $Z7 million. 

The measure passed only l)ecausc 
Sen. Veari Crystal. R-ldaho Falls, at 
the last moment changed his vote 
from "nay" to "aye," 

Once the sales-tax hike was 
approved, leglslatoni were free to 
wind up action on numerous appro- 
priations bills - most ot them pump- 
ing more funds Into program alloca- 
tions that had been vetoed or crit- 
icized by Evans. 

Chief among the j^wnding totals 
were S215 million tor public schools 
and S70 million for higher education. 
Minutes before those bills passed the 
Senate. Evans said he would veto 
thenri. ■ - ■ 

The chief executive also mdicaied 
he was leaning toward vetoing revised 



appropriations of $13.4 million for 
vocational education and S4 million 
for the Junior colleges at Twin Fails 
andCoeurd'/\lene. 

As Ihey began packing Iheir 
personal possessions lor trips back 
home, the 105 lawmakers reflected on 
the longest legislative meeting in the 
state's 03^ years. The Kklay session 
broke the old \XT record by six days, 
and It was the first regular session to 
extend into April.

Sen. rUan Cranston, D-Callf.. a candidate 
for the Democratic presidential nomination, 
called Adclmnn's confirmation "a victory for 
the enemies of arms control within the 
Reagan administration." 
Reagan chose Adelman to be director of the

Legislature needs 
replacement policy 

The Legislature finally has called it quits for 1983. 
and unless Gov. John Evans calls a special session. 
■ this problem will not come up again this year. But we 
think there should be a better, set procedure for 
selecting a replacement for legislators who must 
abandon their seats in mid-sesslon. 

The issue wai brought to the forefront this weclt. 
when a first-term representative (rom Wendell. Re- 
publican Wes Trounson, left Boise to take a trip to 
South Korea. 

We're sure that Trounson did not want to leave the 
Legislature during the last critical week, when some of 
the most Important decisions of the session were being 
made. And his reasons for leaving were valid: He had 
planned the trip well in advance and who co uld have_ 
"foreseen mohthsigo that this legislature would set an 
"endurance" record. 

To take his place during the last week. Tra'uiison 
named his daughter. Mary Bubak, who is a physical- 
education teacher at Jerome High School. — 

In an Interview earlier this week, Bubak said that 
her father selected her because she thinks like he 
thinks. Not bad reasoning. 

But at tbe same time, Bubak said: "I don't know 
what's bot and wbat Isn't. So, all I can do Is listen to 
each side and vote according to what I hear and 
know." 

We do not mean to pick on Bubak; she might make a . 
fine representative or senator — some day. But the 
point is, the residents of Treunson's district deserve 
better; they deserve to have the best representation 
possible. 

The problem seems to be the system. There should 
be a set.pmrwliirp for seltyHnftjaylsi-emirits wlipn 
legislators, for whatever reason — 111 health, - 
emergencies — have to leave their elected positions for 
a short or extended time during the session. 

If the Trounson example were an Isolated incident, it 
would be no great concern. But this has happened 
several times In the past few years, and there should 
be some provision to deal with the situation. 

Timing makes special elections out of the question. 
But peiiiaps the decision should be left to the central 
~wmnilttee~dr~lh'e~delegate's political pa rl y,~with " 
concurrence coming from other members otfhe same' 
party In the affected chamber, House or Senate. 

Decisions on Important tax and funding legislation 
should not be left to someone who can "only listen to 
each side."

Officials said ttie two were In a 
basement Identification center being 
readied for transfer to a pretrial 
hearing for Henkel when they over- 
powered guard Daniel Kohut.

51. a data supervisor, 
at about 8:30 a.m. 

At nightfall, after a day of telephone 
negotiations, the inmates still had 
made no demands except "a request 
(or food." said Thomas Seiverling.

The warden was on his way to a 
Fiortda-vacattan Tlrarsday and Touid- 
nol be reached by other authoHlies. 

The sheriff's office said it was 
tipped Wednesday that Henkel and 
Covlello were planning an escape 
around the hearing. Prison offldals 
said no weapons or contraband were 
found in a search of their cells.

ITie-nuclear thump sent 
a plume of dry desert dust Into the 
sky.

■earth shock waves from ground zero 
reached I,.a5 Vegas 30 seconds after

was magnified Inhl^riscstructurs. 

The countdown was delayed three 
houra Thursday because of strong 
winds In the upper atiiRBphcrcTrtilcl 
could have carried an accidental leak 
of radiation into populated areas. A 
Department of Energy spokesman 
said monitora detected no radiation 
leak-i. 

"It was a successful shot." said a 
spokesman for the IX)E. 

"Tunjuoisc." the code name for the 
experiment, had a yield of less than 



150 kllotons. equivalent to 150.000 tons 
of TNT. Bombs dropped on Japan 
during World War H had yields of less 
than 20 kllotons. 

Government officials confirmed 
only that the nuclear test was 
"wea'pdns related"." During recent 
years In the nuclear weapons pro-

fects of MX missile warheads. 

Federal government scientists 
triggered the device at W SA a.m PST 
at the bottom of a vertical shaft 
plugged with Ions of cement and grout 
to contain radlooctlve gases. Follow- 
ing _ajiundcrground_ nuclear 
explosion, the surface above the giant 
f^nvn m paTV ffI out bv the blost some - 
tinies subsided creating a pocit 
marked Nevada Test Site landscape. 

The Department of Kncrgy warned 
I*as Vegas workers In high rise build- 
ingSTsucl i as coiBtruction-crewa-and- 
wlndow washers, to avoid precarious 
positions at bla.<;t-tlmc because of 
anticipated earth motion. 

The nuclear detonation was the 
fourth amiouiiectf this calendar year. 
The previously announced detonation 
took place March 26 beneath the 
volcanic plateau of Pnhute Mesa with 
ayieldof 20 to 150 kllotons.

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House turns down 
memorial revival 



BOISE (UPI) - A predominantly. 
Republican niajorlly of Ihc Idaho 
House crashed a DcmocraMcd at- 
tempt Thursday aimed at reviving a 
Senate memorial calling on President 
Reagan to terminate the federal gov- 
ernment's land-lnvenlory program. 

The chamber voted 47-22 to keep the 
memorial lied up In the House State 
Affairs Committee after one foe of the 
measure said the proposed request lo 
the president- was a product of 
"misguided emotionalism" by 
environmentalists. 

Rep. Larry EchoIIawk. D- 
Pocalello. leader of the abortive mo- 
tion to pull the memorial to the House 
floor, said he was making the attempt 
-because- hundreds of people in his 
eastern Idaho district- have signed 
petitions expressing fear about the 
pote ntial ef f ects of the g overnment's^ 
"land Inventory. 

"This whole thing Is a political ploy 
... of misguided emotionalism." Rep. 
Lyman Winchester. R-Kuna, said. 

"We've never said we want to sell 
the pretty green trees In the forests," 
Winchester added. "That's Just what 
the environmentalists have said. They 



Just want to keep-thlLcmotionallsm 
going. They have no desire to get 
down to the solid facts."" " 

Rep. Walter Uttle. R-New 
Plymouth, also opposed Kchollawk's 
effort, saying the land inventory was 
needed and would not result In 
massive sales of public lands in the 
West. 

"1 don't think there's going to be a 
wholesale saleof public lands. In spite 
of what we've read in the. news 
media," Ultle said. 

He said the land Inventory - Initi- 
ated by Reagan with the appointment 
of a special presidential Property 
Review Board — was needed so the 
government could keep better track of 
its properties and Improve manage- 
ment efficiency. 
Environmental groups have ac- 
^cused'the Reagan ad ministration of 
"^planning to sell sweeping tracLs of 
Western land to pump money Into the 
deticll-riddcn federal treasury. 

The legislative memorial, which 
was adopted by the Senate IS-lG on 
Feb. 14. has been bottled up in the 
House State Affairs Committee, 
headed Utile.

BOISB (DPI] - Idahoans should 
see a rise in gasoline prices Friday as 
the result of a decision by Gov. John 
Evans to sign into law a bill hiking the 
slate tax on Ihe fuel by two ccntsper 
(jailon. 

Evans jjave final approval Thurs- 
day to the proposal, which Idaho 
Transportation Department officials 
said would raise about $5.8 million for 
counties, cities and highway districts, 
and another $3.i million for the state 
agency. 

Officials said the tax increase would 
also qualify Idaho for about $32 
million in matching federal funds to 
repair the state's doterioratlng 
highway and bridgesystems. 

The state' Increase in gas taxes — 
which raises the total Idaho levy to 



W.'i cents — comes on top of a 
five^rent hike imposed by the federal 
government on April I. 

House members originally pro- 
" posed a thrce-ccnt boost in gasoline - 
taxes. tHJt senators reduced the In- 
crease to two cents. That revision was 
tneinfpproved when It returned lo the 
lower chamber. 

During House debate od the reduc- ' 
tlon. Rep. John Sessions. R-Driggs. 
said the two<ent increase would not 
Ijrlntj In enough money to qualify 
Idaho for the maximum funds 
available In federal matching dollars 
— $40.9 million. 

But he said the higher tax would 
provide much-needed revenue as the 
slate batllea decaying-brIdge6.-roads- 
and highways.

Evans says his major concern re- 
garding the Swan Falls issue Is "who 
would control the allocatk)n of future 
water ri^ls?. 

"The people of Idaho, through their 
elected officials and the Idaho Water

Evans says. "That re^nstblllty 
should not be given to the power 
companies or other private water- 
right holders." 

The governor believes lhat sub- 
ordinating the Swan Falls power right 
— in the same fashion that the three 
Hells Canyon dams already are sub- 
ordinated — would permit ''a deple- 



tion of water flows as needed for 
upstream development in the- public 
Interest and compatible with the slate 
water plan." 

Without subordination. Evans 
believes southern Idaho will have 
extremely limited growlh-tir'the-- 
future. as dictated by Idaho Power's 
control of the price of water.

Lid put on well drilling

BOISE - State water Officials have 
put a Ikl on well drilling in the 
-Banbury Hot.Springs srea of the 
Melon Valley, west of Buhl. 

The area has been termed a crisis 
area because of dedlnlng pressures In 
a series of hot-water wells and 
because of the negative effects that 
different wells reportedly are having 
oneachother. 

- . "The wells arc losing pressure 
because water ts escaping Into dry 
zones when valves are closed, and 
they're losing temperature because 
the hot water Is mixing with cold- 
water aquifers." says Ken Dunn, the 
director of the Idaho Department of 
Water Resources. 
"Because of the leakage, the water 



withdrawals In the area are beginning 
(o exceed the recharge (what Is put 
back)." he says. "And as more wells 
came on line, they reduce the pre- 
ssure In wells carrying eorilcr priori- 
lydatcs." 

In reqwnse. Dunn has designated 
the area as the Banbury Groundwater 
Management Area, and will allow no 
new wells to be drilled. 

"The next step will be going In and 
onierlng people lo repair iheir wells." , 
he says. "It's going to be cosily — 
thousands of dollars per well —..but.. 
It's all because they were Incorrectly 
constructed In the first place." 

Within the affected area, there are 
several recreational hot baths, fish 
farms, power-generatton projects and 
private residences. As many as 70 
wells may be affected by Dunn's 
order. 



What has happened, according to 
Dunn, is that numerous hot-water 
wells have been drilled without seal- 
ing the shafts. This means that when 
valves are closed to stop Ihe flow, (he 
pressurized hot water simply escapee 
from the shaft into porous rock or Into 
other water sources. 

/\nd since the hot>water reservoirs 
generally are beneath cold-water 
aquifers, the two are mixing and 
altering the temperatures In both 
water sources. 

.-- "TTiia Is very serious." Dunn says. 
"I'm not exaggerating wtwn I say 
we're on the Verge of destroying this 
resource forever." 

Duiin estimates that between all 
existing wells and all filed sp^kS' 
lions.. the potential withdrawal tnm 
the area Is three times the water 



"After we get these faulty wells 
sealed, then I'm sure we can start 
allowing more withdrawals, but how 
many, we don't know al this time," he 
says. 

Dunn took the opportunity to^be 
critical of the funding his department 
has beeo, receiving from the 
Ijeglslature. 

"We have the problem because we 
have not received the funding for a 
staff capable of keeping an eye on 
these wells when they were con- 
structed." Dunn says. "Now that we ■ 
have the crisis, wc'U do what we can. 
but it's going to cost folks a whole UA. 
more this way than If we'd just funded 
some state monitoring In the first 
place. 

"II would have been so dang much 
cheaper to drIU them right the nrst 
Ume."

Athletic Director BlU 
Rohtzhelm and Vice Chancellor Rich- 
ard Ward, where all parlies had been 
negotiating a settlement lo what 
many of the players referred lo as an 
"impossible situation." 

Meyer, accompammled by attorney 
Ken Demel. appeared at a near West 
Side rcsturaunt. where he accused 
university officials "of bargaining In 
bad faith and breaking a promise thai 
they would not discuss the problems 
with the news nwdla." 

"A secret meeting was held on 
March 30 Instigated by a former 

player." said Meyer. "The players 
complained bitterly that they were 
not getting academic support from 
me and because of my failure to 
communicate with them were doing 
pooriy in their studies." 

Ward said. "The only reason we 
called the mews media in was to 
explain the backRround of the issues 



after a story appeared in the student 
newspaper on Wednesday. 

"There ^Is a strong posslbilty we 
could disband our basketball program 
but there Is nothing thai would make 
us fire Meyer, oven though his current 
two-year contact is coming to an 
end." ■ 

Rohtzhelm noted, "We thought we 
were on our way to a possible solution 
eariler Thursday aftenxwn when 
Meyer suddenly got up from the table 
and announced he had a prior 
engagement." 

One of the three players who ap- 
peared at a university-called news 
.conference following Meyer.'s . news- 
conference said. "It looks like we took 
astcp backwards," 

The player, who did not want to be 
identified, said "under no 
circumitanccs will we play for Coach

' NEW YORK - Poet , Mien Ginsberg 
— Bohemian, iconoclast, mystic, in- 
tellectual — looked more like a cantor 
at an orthodox synagogue than a 
singer of New Wave music. 

Dressed In a navy blue blazer, 
button-down-collar shirt, regimental 
striped tle'and gray slacks, he would 
have made his mother Naomi proud. 
Even his posture was good. 
—In (actr-be sat almoct too straight - 

:and like a bearded Buddha was lost in 
the Intense serenity of one who has 
ascended the mountain and seen un- 
secndreams. 

. But at other times when he talked 
about his wor)c. he seemed like a 
nuclear reactor with its control rods 
removed as he radiated Ideas. He

Ginsberg's voice Is deep - not so 
strong that 11 jostles seismographs but 
powerful, enough to be thai ot a 
network broadcaster. He spoke 
evenly and laii^ied occasionally. He 
seemed to lau^ most whun he spoke 
about government and what he called 
"hyper-indostriaHiation." 

His eyes sparkled throush his 
round, wl^^^im bifocals when he 
discussed his own woilc. 

He talked about the multi-media 
aspect of contemporary music and 
said rack star Mick Jagger was an 
"acrobat-dancer, singer-musiclan 
who -actually, resembles a.clasxlclsi. 
like Aeschylus." ' 
ho is the featured singer and which Is Ginsberg said he became Involved 
an eclectic assifmblage of songs with music as a child — by force and 
spanning the last 10 years. by tradition. 

Three selections on tlte album are of "I took piano and violin lessons at 
Ginsberg improvising with folk singer age 8 but 1 rebelled and hit my mother 
Bob Dylan In 1971. The others are on the breast. All my friends said. 



Mien, that's tcrriljle. hilling your 
mother on the breast.* but I got out of - 
the lessons." he saM. 

Growing up in Paterson. NJ.. he 
said, he used to listen lo Jazi perform- 
ers on the radio. iJler. with his 
Ionf,'llme friend Jack Kerouac he met 
many jazz musicians — Don Cherry.

"Everyone is afraid these days to 
be put down by the boss, a lover or by 
Time Magazine, A' truly first clasii 
mind knows the raw meat ot his owti 
neuroses and knows his own 
particular vulnerabilities," he said. 

For Glnstwrg the vulnerabilities arc 
"cowardice arid homosexuality." 

"The reason I didn't like the 
Vietnam War Is l)ecause I'd be scared 
to go there and gel killed. Susceptibili- 
ty to pain is our tiaslc Intelligence." he 
said. ^"Wc'Te noTaliall of Iron thaV 
doesn't receive anj^mcssagcs"frtim— 
ihephcnomcnologlcal world," 

He quoted Kerouac: "Don'Mgwre 
thcolhcr parts otyouf mind," 

He talked atjout the fallacy ot hold- 
ing dear what he called "comball 
dichol&mies:"'feellngs like hope and 
fear, positive and negative, optimistic 
and pessimistic. - 

"1 think they are all irrelevant. 1 
tbink that's the worst crap possible. 11^ 
you're facing life. Iwlh hope and fear 
arc irrelevant.--Ona -must. JusL he- 
aware," he said. 

He compared his homosexuality 
with what he called "elements of. 
biscxuallly" that he said Infused the 
performances of HKk StaiS' David 
Bowie and Jagger: "It's theater."
